The Ogmore AM said a recent 
debate had focussed primarily on 
rugby at a regional level and that 
he felt a debate should be held on 
community rugby. 

He said it would allow AMs to 
focus on the challenges and the 
successes of grassroots rugby, citing 
as an example recent successes by 
Maesteg 7777s and Nantyffyllon. 

Mr Irranca-Davies described 
them as valleys teams with tre¬ 
mendous pedigree - real grassroots 


champions. 

He also referred to the contribu¬ 
tion made by the Valley Ravens to 
mini and junior rugby in the Ogmore 
and Garw Valleys, and paid tribute 
to the work of people like Leighton 
Williams, secretary of Ogmore Vale 
Rugby Club and a long-serving 
champion of grass roots rugby, who 
died recently. 

Government Minister Rebecca 
Evans said the minister with respon¬ 
sibility for community sport would 
have heard Mr Irranca-Davies’s 
request for a debate on grassroots 
rugby.

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“I’m so frustrated by lack of 
democracy” - former independent 
councillor joins Plaid Cymru 


A FORMER Independent county council¬ 
lor in Bridgend has joined Plaid Cymru, 
saying a decision by the local authority to 
cut all remaining bus subsidies was the 
last straw. 

Llangeinor ward councillor Roz Stirman said 
she believes more can be achieved with Plaid than 
by being an independent, saying the independents 
were “not truly represented” on Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC). 

She said: “Our Independent group on BCBC is 
not strong enough. 

“If the decision on bus subsidies had gone to 
council rather than cabinet we would have had 
exactly the same result. 

“I am so frustrated by the lack of democracy 
within the council. 

“I have joined Plaid because I believe in their 
ethos, I do think Wales can stand on its own two 
feet and I think it should.” 

It is not the first time Cllr Stirman has changed 
allegiances, having originally been a Labour 
councillor. 

She said she became an Independent to stand 
against Labour candidates in the 2017 election. 

On BCBC, there are 10 Independent Alliance 
councillors, although Cllr Stillman was not a 
member of that group, having left around 12 
months ago. Her arrival at Plaid puts their number 
of councillors up to four. 

One of the bus routes under threat is the No. 16 
Easyway Bridgend to Blaengarw service. 

Cllr Stirman said: “We are going to have to look 
at other ways of funding it. 

“I have got two people in my ward, for example, 
who are in their 80s and who cannot climb up the 
hill to get to the No 72 bus.

“It means they can’t get out of their village, they 
can’t get to the hospital, or go shopping - they will 
have to rely on taxis.” 

She added: “I have written a very strongly 
worded letter to Huw David [the BCBC Leader], 

“I think it’s a crisis, we are spending all this 
money on the City Deal and we can’t even support 
our own bus services.” 

Independent Alliance group leader Norah Clarke 
said Cllr Stirman had not been part of the group for 
over a year, adding the decision to cut bus subsidies 
was taken by a Labour cabinet, and was nothing to 
do with the Independent Alliance group. 

The council says it can save £148,000 by pulling 
the funding which has supported the provision 
of regional and local bus services by subsidising 


routes that are not commercially viable. 

Cllr Richard Young, cabinet member for com¬ 
munities, said: “No councillor wants to have to 
make this kind of decision, but this is the reality of 
what happens after 10 years of national austerity 
and huge cuts in council funding. 

“Far from removing buses or bus routes, let’s 
be very clear that this is about stopping the 
money that the council has been paying to private, 
profit-making companies so they will run services 
that might otherwise not be possible due to low 
passenger numbers. 

“Of the six services that have already had their 
subsidy removed, five are continuing to be run 
entirely by the bus companies, so it is clearly not 
the case that all services will end once we stop 
topping them up. 

“This is something that we will be discussing 
with bus operators further, and we will be monitor¬ 
ing the situation very closely.” 

He added: “The money committed to the City 
Deal is capital funding, not revenue, and it will be 
invested over the course of a decade as a long-term 
investment into the growth and prosperity of the 
region as a whole. 

“It is already set to fund the Pyle Metro Plus park 
and ride, a housing fund and a graduate support 
programme, so should Bridgend county borough 
miss out on these initiatives as well as future 
benefits? I for one don’t think so.”

The headteacher of 
Ysgol Bryn Castell, 
Helen Ridout, said: “I 
am very pleased with the 
outcome of this report. 
I would like to thank 
all staff and parents for 
their continued support 
and commitment to the 
school. 

“The school welcomes 
the positive feedback 
from the inspection and 
constructive recom¬ 
mendations in order to 
improve our school for 
future inspections.”

MP highlights rural 
mental health issues 


THE pressures 
involved in being 
a farmer are not 
widely understood, 
says Chris Elmore. 

The Ogmore MP said 
in a Commons debate on 
suicides in the farming 
industry that his con¬ 
stituency has farmers 
right across it as well as 
heavily de-industrialised 
areas. He said sheep sales 
are held every August, 
bringing the community 
together and triggering 
discussions about what 
is happening in the farm¬ 
ing community. 

Mr Elmore told MPs: 
“Something that comes 
across consistently and 
clearly is that people do 
not really understand 
the sector.” He said that 


when farmers attend a 
local hospital and say 
they are having prob¬ 
lems, the response they 
get is often: “Why are 
you having a problem? 
You’re a farmer. You’ve 
got plenty of money.” 

Mr Elmore said: 
“Whenever I talk to 
younger farmers or 
owners who have been 
in the industry for 40 or 
50 years, it comes across 
that people often do not 
understand the pressures 
facing the farming 
industry, the farmers 
working in it and their 
wives and children.”

Welsh language 
autism centre 
for local pupils 


A WELSH medium 
primary school in 
Bridgend is to get 
its own specialist 
centre for pupils 
with autism. 

The learning resource 
centre at Ysgol Gynradd 
Gymraeg Calon y 
Cymoedd in Pontycymer 
is for pupils with autis¬ 
tic spectrum disorder 
(ASD). 

Cabinet members gave 
the final approval to the 
centre at a meeting on 
Tuesday, May 21 follow¬ 
ing a public notice period 
on the plans. 

Education officers said 
the new centre would 
enable children with 
ASD who are currently 
being taught through 
the medium of Welsh to 
continue their education 
closer to home. 

Council leader Huw 
David said: “This will 
be the first provision in 
the medium of Welsh for 
younger children with 
autism. 

“In the consultation 
process there was full 
support from the school 
governors, parents and 
pupils. 

“I’m delighted we 
have reached this stage 
-it’s a milestone in the 
borough in being fully 
inclusive for pupils of all 
needs.” 

The centre will be for 
eight pupils and be run 
by one teacher and two 


support staff. 

Over the last two years 
BCBC has set aside 
around £3 00k for four 
new learning resource 
centres for pupils with 
ASD. 

Last year a learning 
resource centre opened 
at Ysgol Gyfun Gymraeg 
Llangynwyd, a Welsh- 
medium secondary 
school.

speed up house building 
in Sarn and Tondu 


VALLEYS to 
Coast and the 
modular building 
specialist, Wernick 
Buildings, have 
built eight new 
modular homes in 
Sarn and Tondu 
after being awarded 


funding from Welsh 
Government, sup¬ 
ported by Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC). 

Ogmore AM Huw 
Irranca-Davies and the 
Welsh Government 
Minister for Housing, 
Julie James, visited 


the Tondu site to see 
the firm’s construction 
techniques, which could 
substantially increase 
the speed of housing 
construction. 

The homes are made 
up of individual modules 
which were manufac¬ 
tured at Wernick’s fac¬ 
tory at Kenfig Industrial 


Estate before being 
combined on site to form 
a complete house. It took 
as little as three weeks 
to produce the modules, 
which arrived on site 
with appliances, heating 
and electrics pre-fitted. 

Once complete, brick 
cladding and trussed 
roofs render the new 
homes indistinguishable 
from their traditionally 
constructed counterparts.

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‘Doris Day will never be forgotten’ 
says local editor of fan club magazine 


A PENARTH man who knew Doris Day 
and ran her international fan club, has 
spoken of the screen icon’s inspirational 
legacy. 

Martin Woodsford (47) said her films will 
continue to delight millions of fans and her love 
for animals will continue through her charitable 
foundation. 

During an abusive childhood, Martin often 
looked to Doris Day’s films as a source of comfort. 

He said: “I grew up in the care system and 
would often look at the Hollywood star’s whole¬ 
some image and wish I had a family like the girl 
next door image she portrayed. It really helped me 
get through some difficult times.” 

Later, when Martin had established himself with 
a job and place of his own, he decided to try and 
contact Doris. 

“I wrote to her via an address I found on the 
internet and didn’t expect to get anything back but 
I did - a signed photo from her hit film Calamity 
Jane. 

“She sent a lovely note with it and after a few 
letters back and forth, she gave me her address. 

She was such a darling in her response - she’d put 
up my painting of a dog in her ‘dog kitchen’, the 
part of her house where she fed her pampered and 
rescued pets - how amazing was that!” 

Martin set up an international Doris Day Fan 
Club in the early 1990s and produced quarterly 
magazines which were well received across the 
globe. 

“I couldn’t believe how quickly it got off the 
ground. I set it up with some other fans and friends 
and I would get messages from all over the world 
- Australia, France, America, Hong Kong. 

“We were the first fan publication to introduce 
an A4 magazine with a colour cover. Back then, 
fan magazines tended to be all black and white, so 
it was great to introduce something new. 


“Doris would send in letters of support with 
news of what was going on in her life, how her 
animals were doing and news of her lobbying work 
for all pets to be spayed or neutered. 

“We would often get a little parcel with signed 
CDs and photographs to sell or auction off at 
our events. She really cared for her fans and was 
always giving.” 

Then to his amazement, Martin got a call from 
her. 

“One day, not long after I had set up the 
magazine - I think we were two or three issues 
in - I had a call from Doris. I thought it was one of 
my theatre friends playing a prank. I swore at her, 
asking repeatedly who it was - but it really was 
her! Doris laughed her socks off.” 

In 2006, Martin had the privilege of meeting 
Doris and spending time at her pet friendly hotel in 
Carmel, California. 

“I was incredibly well looked after and was 
inspired to co-write two musicals about her life in 
addition to being involved in tribute shows.” 

Martin realises that despite her fame and 
glamour, life wasn’t always kind to Doris, but he 
admired her ability to pick herself up. 

“She was someone special, someone who had 
gone through so much adversity in her life, includ¬ 
ing four marriages and her only son Terry passing 
away before she did. But she always resurfaced 
with an attitude of ‘what will be, will be’; ‘que 
sera, sera’. She always believed something great 
was just around the comer.” 

Since news of her death on May 13, Martin has 
received hundreds of messages from across the 
world from fan club members. 

He said: “I have been asked by Rhoose Cinema 
to be a guest speaker at their Doris Day movie 
event and fundraising day on Saturday, June 
22. I’m also in the process of creating a ‘Doris 
DAY’ - a whole day at which fans from across the

Conservatives want 
to ‘call in’ bus 
subsidy cuts decision 


BRIDGEND Conservative 
councillors have called 
in the decision made last 
week by the cabinet of 
Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) to further 
scrutinise the proposals. 

Cllr Tom Giffard, leader 
of the Conservative Group 
said: “BCBC’s decision to cut 
subsidies to bus routes across the 
borough will rightly worry many 
local residents who rely on these 
buses to get around. 

“Residents will be understand¬ 
ably concerned about making 
hospital appointments, being able 
to get to the shops and maintain¬ 
ing their independence. 

“Having looked through the 
cabinet papers, it seems clear that 
the cabinet made this decision 
without fully understanding the 
impact that this decision has on 
local people.” 

Cllr Giffard added: “As an 


example, in the cabinet report it 
states that the cabinet hopes that 
Bridgend Community Transport 
will pick up any slack caused by 
the cutting of bus routes across 
the borough but in the same 
report, it admits that is unlikely as 
it is already at capacity. Therefore 
it is clear to see why we have 
called in this decision, because 
it doesn’t appear to be fully 
thought-through. ” 

Cllr Carolyn Webster, who as 
a chair of a scrutiny committee 
formally called the decision in, 
said: “Our request to call in a 
decision made by cabinet is not 
a decision we have taken lightly, 
which is why this is the first 
time we have done this since the 
last election. But we really had 
no choice because we feel very 
strongly that the cabinet haven’t 
really assessed the impact of the 
decision they have made.” 

Cllr Webster added: “It is also 
worth noting that BCBC officers 


did not recommend that the cab¬ 
inet took this action; so therefore 
this decision is very clearly one 
made by Labour’s cabinet and 
they should be called to a scrutiny 
committee to justify it.” 

Responding, BCBC Deputy 
Leader Cllr Hywel Williams said: 
“As they did not put forward any 
alternatives to the 2019-20 budget 
when it was agreed by Council, I 
think it will be really interesting 
to find out what their concerns 
are now. 

“The bus subsidy issue has 
already been the subject of two 
consultations, a Budget Research 
Evaluation Panel and an impor¬ 
tant part of our Medium Term 
Financial Strategy, but assuming 
their call-in request meets the 
required legal criteria to proceed, 
we’ll be happy to help clarify 
anything that they may have 
missed.” 


St Clare’s help South Wales

A LOCAL midwife and founder of the 
small charity South Wales Homeless 
Walkabouts (SWHW) collected donations 
from pupils, parents and staff at St Clare’s 
School, Porthcawl recently. 

In a special assembly, Sarah Aubrey explained 
why she had set up her charity. Last winter, she 
stopped to talk to a man sleeping rough in Cardiff 
and offered to buy him breakfast. Despite her best 
efforts to encourage him to order anything at all in 
the cafe, she was surprised when he just had tea 
and toast - just someone taking the time to have a 
conversation with him was what he really wanted. 

It transpired that he had once been a teacher who 
had fallen on hard times and lost his home. Shunned 
by his family, he had nowhere to go but the streets. 


Sarah reminded the pupils that homelessness can 
happen to anyone. 

Sarah’s charity, SWHW undertakes homeless 
walkabouts in local towns and cities to provide 
warm clothing, food, drinks and conversation to 
the homeless. Sarah collects donations which vary 
from the more obvious items such as blankets, 
hats, scarves and food and drink to perhaps the less 
obvious items, such as toiletries including travel 
toothbrushes, toothpaste and suncream. 

Sarah drove away, her car full up with all the tote 
bags that the pupils had filled with donations before 
writing special messages on the outside.

Porthcawl 
RNLI rescue is 
a family affair

PORTHCAWL 
RNLI volunteers 
were paged at 
lunchtime on 
Sunday, May 26, 
following the report 
of a yacht in diffi¬ 
culty approximately 
two-and-a-half 
miles off Porthcawl. 

The 23-feet sailing 
boat with three persons 
on board had suffered 
engine problems. 

With force six winds 
and up to two-metre 
swells out in the Bristol 
Channel the casualty 
was unable to reach 
Porthcawl Marina under 
its own power. 

The RNLI crew’s first 
challenge was to locate 
the casualty in very misty 
conditions. 

Crew member Chris 
Page said: “We were 
given an approximate 
location of the yacht but 
with visibility down to 
less than one mile, we 
tried tracking them by 


radar but this proved 
ineffective. Fortunately, 
the location given by the 
casualty crew was close 
to our initial search area.” 

Once alongside the 
casualty one crewman 
was put aboard the yacht 
and made sure that all 
three on board were well. 
A tow line was set up 
and Porthcawl’s Atlantic 
85, ‘Rose of the Shires’ 
made steady progress 
back to Porthcawl, where 
the casuality yacht was 
moored securely inside 
the marina. 

Senior helmsman at 
Porthcawl, Carl Evans 
was accompanied on the 
rescue by his son Lewis 
Evans. Carl said, ‘This 
was a special day for me. 
Our crew completed a 
successful rescue in very 
poor sea conditions, and 
my youngest son Lewis 
was one of the crew 
onboard - 30 years to the 
day after I applied to join 
the crew at Porthcawl’.

The A-to-B machina¬ 
tions of most films in the 
genre make them feel 
rather staid (last year’s 
Freddie Mercury film, 
Bohemian Rhapsody, 
was just about saved 
from that fate based on 
subject matter and a 
phenomenal soundtrack). 

Rocketman has both 
the subject matter 
and the phenomenal 
soundtrack, but with 
Dexter Fletcher in the 
director’s chair, he 
brings a wonderful 
vibrancy and energy. 
With grand song-and- 
dance numbers and 
flights of fancy, this is a 
film that wants to wow 
you, impress you, not 
unlike the man at the 
centre of the story. 

There are orchestras 
in the night sky, a 
gorgeously shot sil¬ 
houette performance, a 
fairground tracking shot 
that takes Reg through 
the ages, all delivered 
with no end of style and 
panache, and it proves 
a wonderful showcase 
for Fletcher’s skill and 
dexterity behind the 
camera. 

That’s not to say this 
film is a paean to glitz 
and glamour, all surface 
no feeling. In many 
ways Lee Hall’s script 
is particularly candid, 
whether depicting the 
relationship between 
the pre-Elton Reg 
Dwight and his parents 
(well played by Steven 
Mackintosh and Bryce 
Dallas Howard), the 
difficult relationship 
between Elton and John 
Reid (a seductively 
suave, yet spiky, Richard 
Madden) and his addic¬ 
tion to alcohol and drugs 
that very nearly cost

him his career and his 
life (and the addiction 
is smartly used as a 
framing device for the 
film as a whole). 

The performances are 
all tremendous; Taron 
Egerton never fails to 
be a charming turn, and 
while he very nearly 
nails Elton’s mannerisms 
and largesse, his work 
in the more dramatic 
moments is delivered 
superbly well. 

Given that Egerton 
had to deliver the songs 
live on set, he doesn’t 
set out to do a ‘Stars 
In Their Eyes’ number, 
which works as it allows 
him bring feelings and 
elements to the songs 
that may not have been 
there before. 

In some ways, this is a 
love story between Elton 
and Bernie Taupin, and 
Jamie Bell is a superb 
foil to Egerton; grounded 
where the character of 
Elton is in the stars, 

Bell brings a joyful 
tenderness to the role 
and his performance is 
beautifully understated. 

The cast is rounded 
out with small-but-great 


(and pivotal) turns from 
the likes of Stephen 
Graham and Tate 
Donovan in what is a 
wonderful ensemble, 
led from the front by 
Egerton and Bell’s 
excellent performances. 

If there is a complaint 
to be made, it is that 
the film feels like it’s 
building to something 
it never quite gets to. 

The ending, while 
emotionally clever and 
playing off the themes 
established, doesn’t quite 
have the impact to wrap 
things up as you would 
hope, although arguably 
you could say this is a 
rare case of something 
involving Elton John 
being understated. 

Overall, though, 
Rocketman is a really 
satisfying watch - a 
film that manages to be 
brutally frank at times, 
yet equally as glamorous 
and glitzy as you would 
imagine, a rare feat 
and one that should be 
celebrated. 

VERDICT: 

Glamorous, frank, funny 
and caustic - Rocketman 
is very much an Elton 
John biopic. Dexter 
Fletcher’s jukebox musi¬ 
cal take on the life of the 
artist formerly known 
as Reg Dwight is a 
thrilling film, enlivened 
by his superb direction, 
excellent performances, 
most notably from 
Taron Egerton in the 
lead and Jamie Bell, 
and a near-faultless 
soundtrack. Highly 
recommended.

“It is intriguing to see Cllr Davies 
using his usual combative pub¬ 
lic style while also receiving a 
request for a private meeting to 
discuss the issue. 

“Cllr Davies would be very 
aware that it is not possible to 
revisit a Cabinet decision for six 
months. I will be using that period 
of time for a full review of previ¬ 
ous evidence and decisions in rela¬ 
tion to the proposed relocation.” 

The school’s campaign group 
says any decision to close it will 
set “a dangerous precedent which 
endangers all mral school commu¬ 
nities throughout Wales...”.

COWBRIDGE’S 
Peter Thomas, the 
official judge at the 
Tredegar Farmers’ 
Hunt Point-To- 
Point Steeplechases 
at Lower Machen 
last Saturday 
(May 25) was 
kept busy as there 
were several close 
finishes during the 
afternoon which 
provided plenty of 
excitement for the 
large crowd. 

Racing got under way 
with the restricted race 
in which the legendary 
William Biddick, riding 
Nigel Lilley’s French- 
bred eight-year-old 
mare Silver Louna, got 
home by a neck from 
the James King-ridden 
Airpur Desbois, the only 
other French-bred horse 
in the race. 

This was Biddick’s 
only ride at the 
meeting and he said on 
dismounting: “She’s so 
game and tough.” 

Trainer Hannah 
Lewis, based at Upton- 
on-Sevem said: “She’s 
an angel to train and she 
is blind in her left eye. 
Lower Machen is my 
favourite racecourse so 
it was super to have a 
win here.” 

Winning owner Nigel 
Lilley, a popular figure 
for many years on the 
hunt racing circuit, 
received many congrat¬ 
ulations from racegoers 
during the afternoon. 

Carmarthen’s Ben 
Jones, who is having a 
cracking season, made 
nearly all the running 
on the Amber Mathias- 
trained Midnight Folie 
to land the confined 
race, coming home 20 
lengths ahead of Kings 
Cross to complete a 
five-timer. 

The only other 
runner, Al Valiente was 
pulled up. Ben later 
drove to Ffos Las where 
he won the closing 
Open National Hunt Flat 
race on Debra Hamer’s 
Jac Brown. 

Five went to post 
for the men’s open 
race and the Jonathan 
Phillips-trained Oscar 
Fiain led two fences out 
and went on to score 
by six lengths from 
the odds-on favourite 
Ruperra Tom. 

The ladies’ open race 
proved a real thriller 
with the judge unable 
to separate the hooded 
and oddly-named 
Hospital, partnered by 
Elen Nicholas and the 
favourite Patricktom 
Boru, ridden by Jodie 
Hughes, and who at one 
time on the second cir¬ 
cuit looked like running 
away with the race. 

Both riders told me 
they were satisfied 
with the judge’s 
decision to give it a 
dead-heat. Apparently, 
Patricktom Boru , who 


was recording his 13th 
success, will run next 
at Stratford races on 
Friday. 

Jodie Hughes was 
back in the winner’s 
enclosure around 40 
minutes later after she 
had won the young 
horse maiden on her 
father Graham Hughes’ 
MoreHurryLessHaste. 
Trained by Kieron 
Price, the six-year-old 
bay mare who had been 
runner-up to Flash 
Klass over the course a 
fortnight earlier, won by 
a head from Epalo De 
La Thinte. 

Shane Quinlan, who 
hails from Cork in 
Ireland and who has rid¬ 
den around 30 winners, 
riding the lightly-raced 
seven-year-old brown 
mare Belle Of Steel for 
former Welsh champion 
point-to-point rider Nick 
Williams of Ogmore- 
By-the-Sea, gained a 
head verdict over the 
Byron Moorcroft-ridden 
Long Mile Road in the 
aged maiden race. 

Pub Lunches, who 
had led on the first 
circuit was just a length 
away in third place. 
Aberthin’s Edward 
Vaughan (aged 11) 
brought his total of 
pony race wins to 52 
when winning the 138 
cms open race on Little 
Replacement and the 
148 cms race on White 
Water. 

Cowbridge’s Byron 
Moorcroft, who is 
enjoying his best-ever 
season, rode a double 
at the Berks and Bucks 
Staff College Point- 
To-Point Steeplechases 
at Kingston Blount on 
Sunday. 

He won the mixed 
open race on the 11-10 
favourite Ramble On 
and the open maiden on 
4-1 chance Concealed 
Ambition ; both winners 
are trained by Luke 
Price. 

Merthyr Mawr’s 
Jack Tudor, soon to 
be crowned the new 
national novice rider 
champion, won the 
conditions’ race at 
Cothelstone on the 4-5 
favourite Desert Roe. 

At Huntingdon on 
Monday, Connor Brace 
landed the Conditional 
Jockeys’ Handicap 
Chase on Fergal 
O’Brien’s AlanJou, 
who won by 15 lengths 
from Tir Dubh and who 
was returned the 3-1 
favourite.
